“PHE fighting at Plei Me, in which the

One possible reason for this ob- 
stinacy is Plei Me's location, just to the 
south of the main east-west highway. 
leading to Stung Treng, in Cambodia, 
Where there is a junction with a main 
road coming north frofn Phnom ‘Penh. 
The only other case of an equally ob- 
stinate and wasteful attack was the at- 
tempt, earlier last summer, to overrun 
the special forces outpost at Duc Co, 
which lies even nearer to the border 


, and just to the north of the same high- 


way. 


Supply Via C ambodia 


The attempts to eliminate these out- 
pdsts at almost. any cost suggest an 
extra-special dislike for surveillance of 
this particular area — which is all the 
outposts achieve. That points, in turn, 
to the extremely disagreeable, but in- 
creasingly Strong possibility that Cam- 
bodia is now being used‘\as a main sup- 
ply base for the Viet Cong. Movement 
would be by ship to Sihanoykville, then 
north to Stung Treng. and west by road 


.to: the border. - : 


In addition, the main troops employed 
in the attack on Plei Me were certainly 
North Vietnamese regulars. They’ do‘ not 
appear to have belonged to the North 
Vietnamese 125th Division, already iden- 


_ manner 


tiifed as having invaded South Viet Nam. ° 


That points to a further invasion of South 
Viet Nam by at least a regiment and 
perhaps another whole division from the 
North. = : ; 

These are the hints of danger—and 
pretty serious they are. The glint of 
hope, which is also most important, is 
obviously inherent in the entire pattern 
of .the ‘fighting around Plei Me. The 
surprise attack on an isolated outpost, 
accompanied by a carefully contrived 
ambush of the relieving column, has 


been the main offensive stunt of the * 


guerrillas in Viet Nam for about 20 
years. It almost always worked to per- 
fection in the old days. 


Quick Retaliation 


It has not worked in the last six 
months, however, for two. sternly prac- 
tical reasons. Our airpewer in Viet Nam 
has been, ang is still being, vastly in- 
creased, Thus,/the attackers of an out- 
post can expect, npwadays, to come 
under the heaviest sort of air attack 
within-an hour or: so. (Later, the “‘re- 
actiori time,"’—as_it-is called, will be 
reduced to five minutes.) In ‘addition, 


power on the ground has been so much < 


increaséd. that ‘ambushes are seldom 
paying propositions, 

All this<is’ so meaningful because of 
its obvious implication. When a general : 
knows that‘ his favorite stunt. ‘will not 
work in a new -sifuation, yet goes on 
using the same old. stunt at dreadful 
cost; it implies that the general in ques- 
tion does not know which way to ‘turn.

It is a.long book 
of 400‘pages, and it unfolds in a leisurely 
that surprises one, in view of 
the crisp cinematic technique that has 
gained for Jean Renoir an eminence in 


the field of motion.pictures that comes 


near to being comparable to the fame 
earned by his father with brush and 
palette. 


Portrait of the Man 

- However, for all its length and occa- 
sional prolixity, it does offer a valuable 
and comprehensive portrait of Renoir as 
a man to offset the critical biographies 
by art historians, which too often depict 
a painter as a painting machine churn- 
ing out works to be pigeon-holed and 
classified. 

Vollard the dealer, it ig true, wrote 
a book called ‘Renoir: 
Record,” but the painter, his son tells 
us, used to say of this pious work; “‘Not 
bad, Vollard’s book on Vollard.” Renoir 
was not an easy subject for the biog- 
rapher, since he did not commonly re- 
veal his innermost thoughts in converi#a- 
tion. (Who does?) Even his son did-not 
come to know his father well until he was 
21 and convalescing from a wound in 
1915. By then old Renoir was 74, a 
widower and crippled with the arthritis 
he had battled since 1899, Wheri the light 
was gone at the end of the day he would 
sit in his wheelchair and smoke, content 
to pass the evening in conversation with 
his son, (He couldn't stand electric light. 
“Bottled .light,’"” he called it, “‘only fit 
for corpses.’’) ‘ !

The pook abounds in what reviewers 
call “insights” into Renoir’s development 
as a painter and as a man, from his 
early apprenticeship as a porcelain- 
painter in his teens, through his early 
worship of the Barbizon painters Diaz 
and Daubigny, to his meeting with Ba- 
zille and Monet and Sisley at the studio 
run by the Swiss painter Gleyre, and 
the formation of the small band of “In- 
transigents’”’ that was to lead to the 
school of so-called ‘‘Impressionists.”” 


It is interesting to discover that the 


Rabelaisian Renoir is an invention of 
biographers who did not know him well. 
When taxed beyond endurance he would 
occasionally express himself with a cer- 
tain pungency, but , Jean says, 
he was prudish in conversation, by 
French standards. That*he was no puri- 
tan, however, his painting makes amply 
—and I use the word advisedly—cl¢ar. 
“Don't trust anybody who doesn’t | get 
excited at the sight. of a pretty breast,”” 
is a favorite remark’ of his.

States, which 


amounts to 16 cents am hour over a 15-month period. 


“Fhe 0.C. A. W. members who turned down the B-A offer were slinedy § receiving an average 


wage of $464 a month, or 15.5 per cent above the average industrial wage in B.C. The B-A offer 


would have increased the average wage received by these men to $523 a month within a year.
